27. (currently amended) An energy-curable composition comprising: 

(a) a polymerisable monomer, prepolymer or oligomer; 

(b) a photoinitiator; and 

(c) a sensitiser which is a compound of formula (I), as claimed in any one of 
Claims 1 to 26 Claim L or an ester thereof. 
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28. (original) A process for prqjaring a cured polymeric composition by exposing a 
composition according to Claim 27 to curing energy. 

29. (original) A process according to Claim 28, in which the curing energy is ultraviolet 
radiation. 
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
